LAST CENTURY*** RELIGION. 
At the Baptist church Rev- Mr. Cbap- 
ell delivered the first of a series of lectures 
on the Great Awakening of 1T40, the topic 
of the evening being “The Condition of 
Religion 160yean Ago.” The congregation 
was large and deeply interested, and the 
lecture was delivered extemporaneously, 
the speaker showing complete mastery of 
his subject. 
A cursory reference to the political con­ 
dition of Protestant countries was first 
made. Civilized America consisted of a 
few colonies ranged along the seaboard, 
containing a population of about one mil­ 
lion people. Slavery existed in Massachu­ 
setts as weil as South Carolina. 
Hostile 
Indians swarmed on the outskirts of the 
settlements. The governments ot England 
and Scotland had been fairly consolidated. 
The burdeqaomo reign of James the Sec­ 
ond had closed and the more acceptable 
periods of William and George I. had suc­ 
ceeded. It was an era of unusual activity 
in an unusually active century. The Baok 
of England, the largest fiduciary institution 
in the world, was fairly established ; the 
East India Company was then organized» 
the South Sea Bubble showed that it was a 
most speculative era. Likewise it was a 
period of groat intellectual agitation. If 
there were champions of the pnost extrem e 
orthodoxy there were also champions of the 
most bitter skepticism like Gibbon, Hume, 
and Hobbes. It was in this age that the 
novel began to be employed as a reforma­ 
tory agency as it has been in modern days 
t>jr Thackery, Dickens, and Reade. Authors 
did not then use such fantastic titles for 
their productions as now. Addison's Spec­ 
tator, Steele's Tattler, and Johnson's liirnb* 
er, these titles reflected the purposes of the 
writers. 
Religious denominations did not exist In 
the manner with wqich we have acquaint­ 
ance with them. There were no Metho­ 
dists, and but few Baptists, and these were 
persecuted by laws and edicts. Religion 
was engrafted upon secular government. In 
Scotland the Presbyterian plan of salvation 
Was employed ; lo Bogland the Episcopal; 
and in the colonies, the Congregational. No 
min could hold office or vote unless he aal 
communicant 
io 
the 
legal 
church. 
Where 
religion 
was 
thus formal 
and made to order and 
where it was produced by coercion on |the 
part of government rather than by volun­ 
tary acceptance on the part^of men, there 
were tire® results manifested ; a complete 
absence of spiritual life ; no experimental 
religion in the pulpit; no growth ic grace 
among the people. 
It was impossible for 
such weak defenses to withstand the vio­ 
lent assaults of the infidel giants ot the 
age. But in the midst of the christian 
apathy and the skeptical activity there 
were a few aaintly souls alive lo the emer­ 
gency, among whom were Watts, Burnet, 
and Butler whose names are cherished by 
christians. It was at this time that Wes­ 
ley, of England, Edwards, of America, Ten 
naut, of Ireland, and Whitfield, a cosmo­ 
politan, held high the banner of the.crow. 
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L a d y L a w y e r s .
